‘October Auctions 


reg Manning Auctions will hold two sales in conjunc- 
tion with the New York International Stamp Exposition at 
the Jacob K. Javits Convention Center in New York City on 
October 7-9. 

Sale No. 1 on October 7 and 9 will see 1,800 lots of U.S., 
British Commonwealth and general foreign stamps and 
covers up for bid. The second auction on October 8 will be 
the latest and largest sale to date of Manning’s auctions of 
collections, stocks and accumulations of the world. 

Nearly 900 lots of U.S., U.S. Possessions and U.N. 
stamps and covers will be offered on October 7 at 4 p.m. A 
wide variety of 19th and 20th century material will be sold, 
starting with serveral lots of proofs, including sets of the 
Columbian and Pan-American large dies as well as a set of 
the 1902-03 definitive small die proofs from the Roosevelt 
presentation album. 

Sixteen lots of 5¢ and 10¢ 1847s, including several 
covers, are followed by a mint 12¢ 1875 re-issue (No. 44) 
and 2 fabulously well-centered mint example of the 
1861-66 3¢ scarlet (No. 74). A mint 1869 90¢ Lincoln (No. 
122) is followed by six lots of 1875 re-issues of the same 
series. 

There is a strong showing of dollar value Columbians 
with 25 lots total. Among these are four very fine or 
extremely fine o.g. stamps with Philatelic Foundation 
certificates. The 1894 and 1895 regular issues boast 22 lots 
of dollar values, which include some choice examples as 
well as plate number strips of three of the 1895 $1 type one 
(No. 276) and the $5 Marshall (No. 278). 

Extremely fine o.g. examples of both $1 value Trans- 
Mississippis are just two of 20 lots of these popular high 
values offered in the sale. 

A number of full sheets will be offered at the Friday 
session, including 1¢ and 2¢ Pan-Americans, 2¢ and 5¢ 
Norse-Americans, a $2 Harding from the presidential 
series and a set of Famous Americans. 

1909 bluish papers account for nine lots, including well- 
centered o.g. examples of the 3¢ and 15¢ values and a 
never hinged 10¢ yellow. Numerous coils will be offered, 
including a very fine o.g. pair of the 1914-16 2¢ red type one 
(No. 449), with PF certificate. 

Two mint examples each of the 1918-20 2¢ carmine type 
seven imperf. (No. 534B) and the 1919-21 2¢ carmine rose 
type two (No. 539) will be hammered down, as well as a 
rare mint vertical gutter block of 30 of the 1926 2¢ carmine 
type two (No. 634A). 

Several rare error sheets will also be passing under the 
auctioneer’s gavel. The first is the 1985 22¢ flag sheet of 
140 with a full horizontal gutter, which is believed to be 
unique. Second is a full sheet of 50 of the 1987 22¢ Morocco 
with the black completely missing. 


Among the air posts in the sale are plate blocks of the 
first five stamps (No. C1-5), as well as three plate blocks, a 
sheet of 50 and numerous singles and covers of the 50¢ 
Zeppelin (No. C18). A strong offering of the 1930 Graf 
Zeppelin issue is also included. 

Following shortly thereafter will be other air posts, 
special deliveries, dues, offices in China, hunting permits, 
etc. 

Confederate States precede a nice offering of Canal Zone 
which includes a choice and very rare 1924 1¢ green (UX6) 
postal card. Forty-five lots of U.N. material including 
numerous wholesale lots, end the day’s session. 

On Sunday at noon the British Commonwealth and 
general foreign, comprised of more than 900 lots, will be 
auctioned. Items of note include a mint imprint pair and 
strip of three of the Australian 1932 5sh Sydney Bridge, as 
well as a fine, o.g. example of the rare 1908-09 10sh post- 
age due with inverted watermark. Austrian highlights 
include both choice mint and used examples of the 1936 
10sch Dollfuss, in addition to used WIPA and Renner 
souvenir sheets. 

Canada is quite strong and among its 78 lots are a dozen 
of the dollar values from the 1897 Jubilee issue, with quite 
a few extremely well-centered o.g. stamps present. Falk- 
land Island offerings include two mint sets of the popular 
1933 centenary set. 

France is another strong country in the sale accounting 
for 57 lots, including a never hinged example of the rare 
1880 1¢ prussian blue and a mint orphans semi-postal set. 

Germany comprises 140 lots. One outstanding item is 
the rare 30pf Baden Engineering Congress type two (No. 
5N4la) tied on a 1949 flight cover to the U.S. Another 
scarce item is a used 1949 Berlin Wahrung souvenir sheet 
(No. JNB3a).
